All China {s suspicious about money, 
Every time you put\down a dime ora 
piece of silver the other person teats it 
before he will take Jt, ringing It on the 
counter or on the pavement, You can't 
give a merchant the right amount of 
change and walk off. Ie won't let 
you Icuve until Le has tested every 
piece, and he always gives' batk one or 
two picces.

BULBS IN A BOWL. 

An Easy Way to Cultivate Miniature 
Floating Gardens, 

A novel was of growing bulbs, such 
aa crocuses, bas been tried with good 
success, Affer sceuring the bulbs the 
next thing Is to get ane or two rather 
large corks. Through these holes are 








[bored and the bulbs Gtted inte the 


openinga in such a way that the under 
side, from which the roots spring, Ls 
near tbe lower part of the cork, 

“Sow obtain a large shallow bow! and

The upper shoots of the bulbs will 
tart to stow rapidly, and at this time 
it Is a good plan to arrance a liltle 
moss to hide the upper surface of the 
corks, or, If preferred, however, grass 
or sone other seed, such as cress, may 
be sown Lo provide a green covering. +

THE WHIP IN RIFLE BARRELS. 


It Is Caused by the Pressure of Mod- 
ern High Power Powder. 
“The use of high power powder tn rt- 
Ges has given rise to 2 phenomenon 
which did not exist in black powder 
days. This is known as “whip” and fs 
due to the pressure and vibration set 
up by the powder. It ls constant with 
given loads and fs always in the same 
directivn, 
Sights are allgned by tbe manufac: 
turer to compensate for this whip in 
proportion to the powder charge used. 
In Sring auxiliary cartridges it will of- 
ten be found that the rifle shoots of 
center. As a mutter of fact the bullet 
from the auxiliary ts trarellng in a 
true line with the bore, and)it is the 
sights that ate wrong. ie Ughter 
charge of the auxiliary does not pro 
duce the usual whip, with the result 


that the Ine In prolongation of the 


bore of the rife alung which the bullet 
travels 1s not the lne given by the 
aligument of the sights. 

Two other rifle terma that must not 
be confused are upsettage and keyhol- 
Ing. Keyhollay is the tendency of the 


‘bullet to turn over ln Oight, while up- 


seltage is the slight shortening of the 
wajor axis of the bullet due to the 
force of the churge. [t was pecullar to 
black powder fired behind lead bullet 
and does pot exist to any appreciable 
extent In metal Jacketed bullets with 
smokeless powder, In the latter case 


the charge burns more slowly and the} 


Jacket stiffens the bullet against the 
sndden blow from bebind,—Outing. 


ORIGIN OF THE PERISCOPE 
The Reflecting Spyglass Used at the

The reason a bullet cannot be made 
vo that it will always enter a target 
squurely on its nose Is that for every 
range a differently shaped bullet would 
j have to be manufactured; also the bul- 
Jet should be symmetrical, so that the 
air will exert no disturbivg Intucuce 
on its distorted parts, 

A bullet has a distinct curve lke that 
of a baseball, due to {ts rotation, and 
this curve Is Independent of the parab- 
vla given by gravity. The smoother 
und more polished a bullet 1s the less 
ln this curve, But the actlon of the 
rifling Jn a gun barrel puts Iittlo 
Rrooves In the bullet as it goes through 
tho barrel. ‘These catch the air as the 
bullet rotates and causes the curse 
spoken of, 

If the bullet be rotated In the direw 
tion of the hands of a clock the curve 
will make the bullet go to the toft of 
the exact point aimed at. The effect is 
so small, Lowever, that It does not 
bave to be taken inte account In the 
manufacture of rifles and ammunition.

For Céxtigeving Heat dn Pipes. 

An excéieut covering’ for “steam 
pipes may _be made from tunterials 
that are al@ase avaliable. © Take some 
fine sawdadt ‘and screed 4 
siere to remote avs forelgn bodics. 
Trepare a thin paste of flour and wa- 
ter and mix the sawdust thoroughly 
with this paste. With a small trowel 
the mixture sv prepared should be ap- 
plied in about fire coats to the steam 
pipes while they are slightly warm. 
Each coat should be thoroughly dry 
before the next is applicd. If the 
steam pipes aro In an exposed situa- 
tlon three or four coats of coal tar 
should be applied after the paste has 
dried, If Inside a bullding this water- 
proofing is unnecessary. Steam pipes 
treated with the sawdust as abore 
lose very litle Leat—Popular Scicnce 
Montbly.

HOW THE DIRT WILL VANISH. 





A. Practicat Housekeeper Tells How 
She Keeps Her Floors Looking Well 
In Spite of a Big Family—Also the 
ingredients of a Genera! Cleanser. 


A woman who always has clean, 
bright, fresh looking carpets, despite 
the wear and tear of a big family, tells 
how she keeps them a0. . 

“To begin with,” she states, “I buy 
good bristle carpet brooms, have them 
regularly washed and either hang them 
up or stand them bristles upward— 
neter with the bristles on the floor, 

“Any. stains or marks on my carpets 
are attended to at once. 

“In the case of a fall of soot you 
sbould cover thickly with salt and 
sweep up immediately, .Should ink be 
spilled on a carpet waste no time, but 
sop up quickly with blotting paper, 
then wash out with warm, soft water 
and a clean Sanpel and dry with a soft 
duster, If the stains be obstinate: put 
a teaspoonful of salt in a cupful of 
molk and rub well in. 

“For 'y boot or sticky marks I use 
ammonia. If it should seem to fade 
the color this is easily restored by rub- 
bing with cbicroform. A cloth wrung 
out of selt and water brings up the 
colors after sweeping. 

“If candle or other grease Is spilled 
you can easily remove it by putting a 
sheet of clean. blotting paper over the 
marks ‘and ironing with a bot fron, 
sbifting the paper to absorb. 

“To clean and brighten dingy rugs 
and stair carpets I get a bait pint of 


| ox gall from my butcher and mlx it 








with half a pail of cold soft water. 
Rub the mixture on with a soft scrub- 
biug prush, then sponge the lather off 
with clean water, rubbing with a cloth 
“Thkk carpets and Indian rugs 
should be swept the way of the nap, 
and, uniike other rugs, the Indian ones 
sbould only be swept, not shaken. 
“Here is an infalliblegeneral clean- 
er: Take one pound of any pure white 
soap and sbare it fine. Place this in 
one gallon of boiling water, stir over 
a moderate fire until the soap is dis- 
solved; then remote from the fire, stir 
well and Jet it stand. to cou: for thirty 
minutes, At the end of that time add 
the following Ingredients: One-half 
ounce sulphuric ether, one ounce alco- 
hol. two ouncés ammonia and one and | 
one-balf ounces pulverized borax. Let} 
the fluld stand twenty-four hours be 
fore using. With the fuld and » brush 
scrub the carpet. then rinse with cheap 
water and u sponge.” . |

‘Then spread the paste 
between slices of white bread. 

Another womsn also uses dates In 
baked custard, in tapioca and as filling 
for cookies, pies and cakes, Mixed 
with apples, celery and nuts they make 
a delicious salad. To use dates as a 
pudding cooked with rice. add to a 
quart of milk a cup of stoned dates and 
a quarter of a cup of rice, Sweeten 
and bako in a slow oven, 

Cook keeps in her cold closet an as- 
sportment of pastes and butters that 
are used 50 much in preparing relishes 
for the tea, after dinner suppers and 
bridge parties. She has them ready in 
small, labeled gluss Jars and, tidbits 
and sauces can be nade at a woment’s 
notice.

TREES ‘IN Books. —— 









Probably the Most Curlous Collection | 


of Volumes In the World. 

There is perhaps one of the most 
curious collections of books In the 
world to be found in a small town op 
the cuntinent of Europe, says the Lon- 
don Tit-Bits, It fs really a botanical: 
collection. Outwardly each volume pre- 
sents the appearance of a block of 
woud, and/that ls what it actually ts. 
But an egamination reveals the fact 
that it is also 2 completo bistory of 
the particular tree which it represents, 
At the back of the book the bark 
4 has been removed froma space which 
allows: the scientific and the common 
name of the tree to be placed as a title 
for the book, One side is furmed from 
the split wood of the tree, showing its 
graln and natural fracture. The other 
side shows the wood when worked 
smooth and varnisbed. One end shows 
the grain as Jeft by the saw and the 
other the Onely polished wood. Un 
opening the book it fs found to con- 
taln the fruit, seeds, leaves and other 
products of the tree, the moss which 
usually grows upon its trunk and the 
iusects which feed upon the different 
parts of the tree. These are supple 
mented by a full description of the 
tree. In fact, everything which has a 
bearing upon that particular tree se 

cures a place ip the collection.

After the battle of Alma, in the 
Crimean war, the military hospital at 
Scutari was e a dirty shambles. 

in hundreds ip the 
nd vermin. Crowds 

buzzed ceaselessly 
above the sick; medical supplies were 
Inadequate; proper fool could not be 
bad; ‘there were no arrangements 2 for 
washing or sanitation. 

The pligbt of the wounded soldiers, 
herded together in this hotbed of pesti- 
lence, was.worse then if they bad been 
left upon the battlefield. “Are there 
no devoted women umong you,” wrote 
Russell, the famias war correspondent 
of the London Times, “able aod will- 
tng to go forth and adm‘nister to the 
sick and suffering soldiers in the east 
In the bospitals at Scutari? Are none 
of the duughters of Englaud at this 
hour of need ready for such a work of 
mercy?” < 

This appeal was answered almost in- 
stantly. Sidney Herbert was then at 
the head of the war office, and when 
the authorities began to be inurdated 
by letters from twomen of all classes 
anxious to respond to the call Mr. Her- 
bert’s thoughts at once turned to the 
lady who was in bis opinion the one 
woman capable of organizing and tak- 
‘sg out to the Crimen a staff of nurses, 
fhe woman was Florence Nightingale, 

Miss Nightingale was tbirty-four at 
the time, and from her childhood she ! 
had deroted :berself to the study of | 
hospita) nursitig and bospital manage- 
ment. In 1849 sbe had enrolled herself 
asa volunicer nurse of the Orst train- 
ing school for sick purses established 
in modern times—tbe Deaconess instl- 
tution at Kalserworth, on the bine. 
When the war broke out there was no } 


{woman in all Eugland better tied 


than Florence Nightingale to give to 
England's soldiers comfort aud relief. 

Sr. Herbert. wrote to Miss Nightin- 
fale and asked her {f she would go out 
end supervise the “whole thing. His 
letter crossed one from her, for on the 
same doy Florence Nightingale bad 
written to the war office offering ber 
services iu the hospital at Scutari. The 
offer showed splendid courage. 

Within a week of making ber resolve, 
Miss Nightingale bad ber Uret contin. 
gent of nurses tu marching order. 
had selected thirty-elght nurses to ac 
company her, and they arrived at 
Scotari on the day before the battle of 
Jokerman. And witbout a mozien 
loss of time that Indy tn chief and ber 
staff set to work to cleanse the Augean 
stable which they found walling for 
them at the great barrack “hospital, 

In a short time the place waa entire 
ly renovated: Everything was scrubbed, 
old clothes were burned, a kitchen and 
laundry were established, and the place 
became a comfortable, well organized 
hospital, Florence Nightingale super- 
intended everything. “She worked as 
berd at the routine and organizing as 
at the nursing Iteelf. At oll bours of 
the day and night she would walk

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_ RIBBON TRIMMINGS, 


| Some Hinta for the Making ot This 
Spring's Hats. - 

Ribbons, plain, folded, twisted,’ or. 
{led in knots and bows, ribbons in 
sae) color, or in a cémbinatorm of 

tints, are on the new straw 

hats ¢ that are making thelr appear- 
ance in the shops while winter is {n- 
dulging in its last snow Surries. -. 

One pretty round-shaped .hat in a, 
very fine straw, of a delicate biscult- 
color, has a novel and pleasing com- 
bination of colors In ita ribbon trim-. 
ming. A three-colored band is laid 
round on the upper side of the 
brim, just at the edge, composei of 
& mauve baby-ribbon In a heavy 
kros-graip, then one of blue and an- 
other of pink, the edges over-lapping. 
This made an unusual and charming 
color combination, the shades being 
; very delicate. <A fat bow of many 
jong loops and ends, turning dowh- 
ward toward the brim, is lald on the 
crown near the top. —. 

It is a ribbon season indeed. The 
home-worker finds that brims change 
thelr shapes more slowly than crowns 
and the ribbon crowns of this season 
; make it easy to renovate last season's 
bat. Buy or make a new crown 
frame to suit your brim and cover Jt 
with ribbon about one and one-bulf- 
inches wide elther in hortzontal or 
Vertical lines. 

To cover with the horizontal rowa 
of ribbon begin at the base of the 
crown and carefully adjust each row 
so that the lower edge of the ribbon 
will ft easily, with “no puckering 
against the frame. After the Otting, 
cut the ribbon’ and seam neatly. 
Press the seam, then gather the top 
“edge of the ribbon. Lay this row In 
Place on the edge of the first row. 
The over-lapping ought to be at least 
One-half inch. Fit and place each 
row until the whole crown {s cover- 
ed. The tip point of the crown must 
then be covered with the ribbon or 4 
bunch of any small flowers for this. 

The second suggestion for ribbon 
crown {g to arrange short strips of 
ribbon In lines radiating from the up 
of the crown to the brim, 

New ribbon turbans have an ap- 
parently most ‘complicated ribbon 
scheme, but to achieve the result is 
really very simple. Ribbon that bas 
strong body must be used because 
the braiding wculd not look crisp for 
very long with flimsy ribbon, Choose 
a width of ribbon that will make a 
trimming wide enough to cover your 
coronet. Lay the ends of two strips 
{about ofie yard each) of the ribbon 

oo phat they overlap; sew them to the 
haf at one side of the back. Then 
braid these strips ‘by laying strip 
number one over number two, then 
number two, over number one, then 
number one over number two, and 
so on until you bave made a braid 
long enough to reach around your 
turban. For ribbon, two and one- 
quarter inches wide, the distance of 
one over-lap or plait ought to be 
about five Inches, Again skilful tack- 
ting is necessary because these ribbon 
designs ought to show no sewing.

Usually the contractor laughs 
sheepishly when he is asked about the 
matter, giving no other reason than 
that bis father always prorided the 
birds with some grain or offered them 
a green branch to rest in.

Scriptural, Meaning of the Word 
Grace—The Grace of God Bring- 
ing Salvation First Provided Dur- 
ing. This Gospel Age—Natural 
Isracl Under Law, Not Under 
Grace—God's Loving Plan for 
Man Arrunged Ages Ago, But 
Long Kept Hidden—Blessings of 
God's Grace Effectively Only on 
Certain Conditions. : 





LOWELL, 
Mass., May 7.— 
Pastor Russell 
gave 2 very in- 
teresting address 
here this evening. 
As usual be .was 
heard with close 
attention, His 
text was, ‘For 
, the grace of God 
that Bringetn 
salvation for all 
men’ hath ap- | 
peared.” (Titus | 
2:11.) The Pas- 
“ tor sald‘in part: | 
The word Grace is a term which !s 
peculiar to this Gospel Age. ‘As used 
in the Scriptures, it has the signifi- 
cance of unmerited favor. Whoever 
believes in the grace of God. beNeves 
that he is privileged to have a favor 
that be does not merit, That which 
is merited would be justice; and it Js 
not justice which we are receiving 
from the Lord, but mercy, favor. 

To the nation of Israel God offer- 
ed, through the Law Covenant, some- 








thing peculiar to thew—He gave 
them the privilege of coming into 
relationship with Himself. This 


privilege was not given to other na- 
(ons. But God's favor was not ex- 
tended to them upon the terms of 
krece. He offered Israel life upon 
condition of perfect obedience to the 
Law Covenant, (Leviticus 18:5.) 
Hut their endeavor to keep the Law 
merely demonstrated what tke { 
Apostle Paul and our Lord Jesus 
Christ point out; namely, the fact 
ibat no imperfect man can keep 
God’s Law. (Romans 2:20; John 7: 
19.) The Bible cxplaina why thia 1s 
so. ‘It fs because God's Law Is 
udapted to perfect: men, not to the 
imperfect, Hence it ix that the fm- 
perfect could never gain tife under 
the Law Covenant. God does not 
purpose to buve u Kingdom with tuw- 
perfect subjects, 

The Almighty Jebovah' has made 
full arrangement that all who attain 
Nfe everlasting shall be perfect. Here 
it Is that the work of grace comes In. 
This grace of God was brought to us { 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. tty 
has appeared for all men, although | 
it bas not yet been manifested to all 
men; forthe reat’ majority have 
never yet beard of the grace of God 
But it is 
for the benefit of all, “to be testied 
in due time.” (1 Timothy 2: 6, €.) 
As yet the grace of God hus appeared 
only to those who have heard and re- 
ceived the Message of God “speaking 
peace through Jesus Christ." It ap- | 
peared to the disciples of Jesus who 
followed Him when He was on earth. 
It has appeared to all those who have 
since then beard the Messuge und 
become His followers. To these the | 
Master says, “Blessed ure your eyer, 
for they see; and your ears,-for they 
hear.”” 

God's Grace Revealed to Bellovers, : 

The Christ, the Anvinted of God, 
had been promised for muny cen- 
turies, But “until the time of the 
First Advent the grace of God had 
not appeared, For 4,128 years after 
Adam fell there was no grace mani- 
fested, on!y the Law and Justice, But 
when our Lord Jesus came, “herein 
Was manifested the LOVE of God,” 
as the Apostie declares.

They 
could not comprebend that [t was ne- 
ceasary for Him to die as a Raasom- 
price for Adam and his race, When 
He was crucified, they were sadly 
disappointed; for they had hoped 
that the Man Jesus would set up 
God's Kingdom upon earth, would 
deliver the Jews . from the Roman 
yoke, and would use Israel for the 
blessing of the world. They hoped 
soon. to‘relgn ~ with’ Jesus in His 
«Kingdom, After His resurrection 
they understood much more clearly, 
But it was not until after Pentecost 
that they grasped the matter in full. 
Then they saw that He could not set 
up His Kingdom to bless the world 
until first He became, the Redeemer 
of mankind by dying for them; and 
that they themselves could not reign 
with Him until they bad frst suf- 
fered with Him and died with Him. 

The disciples then saw that as only 
one man—Adaui—was* sentenced to 
death—auall others dying in bim—so 
the death of only one man was ne- 
ceusary as a, Ransom, that the whole 
world might be purchased back from 
death, (1 Corinthians 15: 21, 22; 
Romans 5: 12,18.) The penalty for 
sin Is death. Our Lord Jesus died, 
and thus laid down the sufticiency of 
price on behalf of the whole world. 
God had dealt with only the one man 
—Adam. Only one man bad been 
sentenced—Adam. When Jesus died, 
therefore, He was the equivalent, or 
corresponding-price to Father Adam, 
His death fullyoffset the matter. Jt 
Was sufficient to procure the’ release 
of the whole world; for the whole 
world was under condemnation, 
under the curse, Through the one 
man sin had’ entered the world, 
Therefore the death of the Man 
Christ Jesus furnished the price suf- 
ficient to ransom Adam and all bis 
race. y 

Suel_is the beautiful picture that 
God givea us in His Word—the 
beautiful Story of the operation of 
His grace toward man. The philo- 
sophy of God’s great Plan Is indeed 
clearer to-day than ever before; for 
the fulfilment of all fte parts ja at 
hand. The more we study the won- 
derful Plan of God for human salva- 
tion, the more we grasp Its fulness, 
the more are we in love with the 
xlorious character of our Heavenly 
Father. As we see its lengths, 
breadths, heights, and depths, we are 
truly “lost in wonder, love, and 
praise.”" 


Operation of God's Grace. 


As we have Just said, this grace of 
God has as ‘yet appeared only to a 
few, a “little fuck.” Hut the revela- 
tlon of: His grace to these does not 
mean that God will overlook all their 
sins and imperfections, call them to 
Himself and give them all His grac- 
fous promises, just as-they are by 
natuic,, The grace of God does not 
operate In that way. There bas been 
& Grace -Fund provided in the death 
of Christ, sufficient not only for the 
sins and imperfections of this class, 
but for the whole world. But God 
has His own arrangement as to how 
the merit of Jesus’ death is to be ap- 
plied. 

Thus far the death of Christ bas 
only opened up the “narrow way” for 
ihe Church, and provided for thelr 
cleansing. The Lord is now seeking 
those who have the courage and the 
strength to climb this rugged path- 
way. (Luke 13:24.) All the srace 
of God now manifested Js In this nar- 
row way. Of course, the world are 
recipients of God's unmerited favor 
In the sense that He causes the sun 
to‘shine upon the evil and the good, 
and sends His rafn upon the juat and 
the unjust. He treats the whole 
world graciously; but He fs receiving 
none into His favour now except those 
who have entered the stralt gate and 
the narrgw way. 

God bas not sent His Message of 
Grace to the heathen nutions save to 
a very limited degree. It was frst 
rent to the Jews, and took out from 
amongst them the “Israelites In- 
deed.” Then the nation of Israel was 
set aside and left in the dark regard- 
ing the Message of the Gospel Age. 
God then opened the door of oppor- 
tunity to the Gentiles, sending the 
Gospel principally to the civilized 
nations of Europe and later to Am- 
erica. He knew what parts of the 
world would be most fruitful as re- 
specled His present Message, 

The Apostle Paul explains why it 
is that all mankind do not hear the 
Message. “The pod of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them that 
believe not.” (2 Corinthians 4:4.) 
Even In the so-called civilized na- 
tions, the great majority have no ears 
to hear the Messuge of God's grace; 
tor they are under the same bilnding 
influences. Only here ard there Is 
there a truly hearing car. 
God is now taking out of the world 


to be a people for His. name—‘'a | 


pecullar people, zealous of good 
works."—Acts 15: 13-17; Titua 2: 
14, x 

' Some who for a time seem not to 
heed the Message come later on to 
have a bearing car. Perhaps some- 
thing has ccurred that changes the 
current of Cnought and purpose.

Meaning of the Name Christian 


It Is only with this peculiar people

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SAVING JHE BCFFALO. 
Canadian Goternmmént Has Rought 
+ Up Remnant of Vast Herts. 

A fine tooth camb census of the 
North American gontinent in 1916 
would probably reveal that there aro 
to-day. only same 3,000 buffalo Ieft 
upon it. This number out-of ha herd 
Variously estimated at from 30,000,- 
000 ta 100,000,0h0 that roamed the 
land 70 years aco, Of-courre, some 
of this vast herd had ta go to make 
roon? for the settlers who moved 
upon the animal's domain, which ex- 
tended from the Mississippi to the 
foothills of the Rockies. 

In 1905, one Micheal Pablo, a 
Mexican balf-caste living in the Flat- 
head country of Montana, had in 
his possession some 1,300 of the tast 
of the buffalo, or bison: 

At this time the Canadian Gor- 
ernment had the next largest herd; 
about 250- animals, scattered bere 
and there in small parks Ubronghout. 
western Canada. Someone brought 
up the idea of trying to propazate 
these animatr,’so that future gener- 
ations might perhaps come into 
possession of them in fairly large 
nunmibers.. 

Howard douglas, the Dominion 
Parks Commissioner, was appointed 
to purchase all the available animals, 
and at once sought out Micheal Pab- 
In. Now Pablo, probably because of 
bin ancestry, wan suspicious of all 
white men, and, In fact, not very anx- 
fous to sell. Months were spent by 
the Parks Commisisoner in complet- 
ing the deal. That it was a triumph 
of diplomacy on‘ his part, men who 
know have said many times, for in 
that tima Douglas won the byfalo 
king's friendship, trust, and regard. 
It in said Douglas is one of the few 
white men who have accompliahed 
this feat. 

But it Ix one thing to buy 1,200 
wild buffaloes and another thing to 
catch them, load them on a train, 
and transport them by rall over a 
thousand miles. Even Pablo with 
his moet daring riders wan occupied 
nearly two years before the last of 
the herd was finally delivered to the 
Canadian Government at Wain- 
wrixht, Alberta, where a fenced en- 
closure some 20 milea in extent was 
set aside for them, The project cost 
the Government a quarter of a inil- 
lion dollars, but they were well rat- 
isfied, for they had practically cor- 
nered the visible supply of the ani- 
mals remaining in the world. This 
notable achievement will rank in his- 
tory as perhaps the largest game pre- 
servation scheme ever successfully 
carried through. 

To-day the herd numbers over 1,- 
700, and is gaining every year, stow- 
ing that the possibility of the buf- 
falo increasing to worth while num- 
bers is not a mere fantastic dream. 
In addition to these, the Canadian 
Government has the only wild herd 
in existence in their territory. 

This latter band, variously . esti- 
mated at 200 to 600 head, live in the 
vicinity of Fort Smith, Mackenzie 
territory. They are known gener- 
ally as wood bison, and many acient- 
ists believe them to be a slightly dif- 
ferent animal from those of the 
plains. However, thin_is a much 
disputed question among hunters and 
others who havo been through tho 
Jand. The animals resemble the 
prairie bison, thangh a little smaller. 
Years of ranging in the colder re- 
gion of Mackenzie territory and in 
wooded country might account for 
their decreaze in size, That they are 
a amail remnant of the once great 
herds that farmerly roamed farther 
south, and that they plunged an into 
this far wild to escape the alaughter-

Dan Brouthers 
Travelled

of two of the greatest neu who ever 
wore the livery of big league servi 
tude. We refer, ladies and gents, to 
the immortat oss Barnes, and the in 
Dan Brouthers. There 
may have been better scconmlbasemen 
than Barnes, and more exalted kings 
of swat than Urouthers, but if so ne 
old tine fan ean be convinced of it 

Barnen was born in’ Hockford., UL. 
in 1859, on the eighth of May, and on 
the same date eight years later rou. 
thers made is muidane debut at Syt 
van Lake, N.Y.) Moxecoe Barnes was 
only a little shaver when baseball be 
fan to be played in bia native town 
In fact, the Forest Citys of Rockford 
were the oldest ageregation of bane. 
Wall players tn the west, and ib was 
with this club that Barnes, Spalding. 
Anson and other great players of the 
early days got their start. dn i872 Rous 
Joined the Boston cla of the ald Na 
ional association and hélped that 
team to win four straight pennants,

ian Brigade Put Up Heroic Dé- 
fence at St. Fol. 


OTTAWA, May 2.—The heroic. de- 
fence of the St. Elo! positions by one 
of the Canadian infantry brigades is 
recorded in the weekly communique 
of the Canadian general representa- 
tive at the front, The splendid-part 
Played, by 2 Nora Scotia battalion, 
and many individual instaaces of gal- 
lant and conspicuous service. are 
siven in the despatch, which follows: 

Canadian. General “Headquarers, 
May 1.—During the week the main 
efforts of the enemy on thé Canadian 
front were once again centred op cur 
St. Elol positions. For seven days 
one of our brigades held this section. 
It was an eventful experience for the 
men concerned. On the sécond night 
four separate bombing attacks were 
made by the Germans on advanced 
posts of a Nova Scotia-battalion. In 
each Instance the enemy. was re- 
pulsed by detachments under Lieuts. 
W.A. Camcron and L. S. Johnston. 

On tho samo night another of our 
posts, under the command of Lieut. 
G..C. Farrish, was heavily bombard- 
ed with grenades. After daylight a 
German bombing party advanced 
against this position under cover of 
Intense artillery fire. When well 
clear of its trenches it was greeted 
with rapid machine gun and rifte fire 
and retired hurriedly, leaving a num- 
ber of dead or wounded on the field. 

On. the next three nights further 









ore, . bombing attacks were delfvered by! 


the enemy and beaten off.. A party 
of Germana succeeded In getting into 
one of the disused trenches on the 
front of a New Brunawick battalion.

HE son of a dintinguished 
soldier, for his father was 
Lieut-Genoral Henry Meade 
Hamilton, C.B, — General 
Sir Bruce, Hamilton has 
probably seen an much active service 
as any officer now holding high com- 
mand at the front—if not more.

ANCIENT FLOATING PALACE. 


The Wonderful Ship Built For Hiero, 
King of Syracuse. 

The antiquity of ships may not be 
gauged, for In Genesis it ts recorded 
that ships were‘eren old on the Medl- 
terranean in the days of Jacob. Fully 
1830 years before Christ, Ammon built 
Jong and tall ships with salls on the 
Red sea. Ninety years later the ship 
Argo was built, “the first Greek ves 
sel which ventured to pass through the 
sea without sight of land, being guided 
only by the stars,” 

The wonderful vessel built for Hlero, 
king of Syracuse, excited curlusity and 
wonder. The craft waa copstructed { 
under the direction of the celebrated 
mathematician, Archimedes, by u sbip- 
bullder at Corinth, from wood cut on 
Mount Etna. Her decks were paved 
with small and odd tiles, on which 
were depicted with wonderful art 
ecenes from Homer's “Iilad.” 

On the upper deck was a gymnasium 
containing gardens planted with many 
kinds of shrubs, with walks between 
them overshadowed by vines and Ivy, 
the roots of which were nourished in 
molstened curth. Near this'apartment 
was 2 dinloz room dedicated to Venus, 
paved with agates and precious stones,

“The appearance “in the streets of 
Charlottenburg on Monday of two mo- 
hile field kitchens, known generally 
as ‘goulash cannon,’ was the signal for 
the collection of a crowd estimated by 
The Berlin Tageblatt at 4,000 persons,” 
the Correspondent says. “The crowds 
stormed the kitchens, with the result 
that this municipal enterprise had to 
be stopped. The cause of the flasco 
is said by The Tageblatt to be that the 
enterprise was inaugurated with in- 
sufficient: mean The Magistrate of 
Charlottenburg issued a’ notice that 
owing to the rush of people it was in- 
possible to distribute food in the street 
as intended, There wax only 600 litres 
of food to be given out.

Patriotism — 
In the North: 


DESPATCH received the 
other day from ‘the Far 
North announced that the 
winter patrol of the Royal 
North-West Mounted Po- 
ce, Just returned to Dawson City, In 
tho Yukon, from Fort McPherspn on 
the Peet River, near the mouth of 
the Mackenzie River, and Herschel! 
Island In the Arctic Ocean, about one 
hundred and thirty miles east of the 
mouth of the Mackenzie, brought In 
the sum of $400, subscribed to the 
Canadian Patriotic Fund by loyalists 


living In the Far \Northerniand, 
Among the subscribers were, Indiins 
and Eskimos,. one Eskimo Chief, 
Chickebiladck by name, having sub- 
scribed twenty dollars to the Patrio- 
tic Pund and two dollars to the Bel- 


gian Relief Fund. 

Into what remote corners of the 
earth the effects of the war have 
penetrated, and if those corners are 
British those effects produce similar 
results — the desire tq azsist the 
Empire, the readiness to make 
sacrifice for the common causc. ; 

Practical interest. in the war 

has been shown from the very. frst 
by our organized Indian population 
—by.the treaty Indians on the re- 
servations—not only by those in the 
Eastern Provinces where the Indians 
are surrounded by a white popyla- 
tion, but also by the Indians on the 
Western reservations where the In- 
dians come less In contact with the 
whites. ,¥or instance, the report 
from an agency in Northern Saskat- 
chewan states: 
. “The Indians here have shown a 
great interest in tho war. Many of 
them have subscribed for papers and 
are keenly intcreated in what is tak- 
ing place. ‘wo of their number, 
graduates of Brandon Industrial 
echool, have enlisted with the 28th 
Battalion, now in Winnipeg, and four 
or five others are anxious to xo, and 
will probably enlist. Many of them 
hare contributed freely to the Pat- 
riotie Fund; and when a branch of 
the Red Cross Society was formed, 
the old Indians as well as the 
young Wee anxious to join.” 

The people of Canada hare dorired 
to deal justly, even generously, with 
the aborigines. Mistakes no doubt 
hare been made, tut, on the whole, 
our policy has been fair and wise: 
and these contributions are soine of 
the fruits. 

This contribution from ihe Far 
North recatis the lone trail over 
which the Dawson-MePherson patrol 
makes ite journey each winter. The 
distance covered in- making the trip 
one way in 460 miles—almost as far 
as from Montreal to St. John, N.1.; 
and last year the outward journsy 
was made in twenty-seven days of 
actual traveling. The report of that 
trip tells something of winter in the 
Far North, and also enables one to 
see how faithfully and eMciently the 
North-West patrol perform — their 
task. rae 

The patrol consisted of four mem- 
bers of the force, two Indians, with 
twenty police dogs. Heaides food 
and equipment, the patrol carried 20 
pounds of mail for Fort nee 








and Herschel! Islands. c 

“We moet,”’ says ibe report, Jone 
band of Indians at the foot of the 
Cariboo Born Mountains, who wem 
in poor circumstances, haying no 
Provisions whatever. Tey were 
making their way south taAhe Wind 
River*to hunt caribou. We passed 
(bree families living In cabins on 
the Peel River, These people were 
living entirely on rabbits.” 

The weather in described as good, 
although during the last-ten days of 
the trip the mercury stood from forty 
to Ofty degrees below zero. 

Many caribou were seen: five were 
shot, two being used and three cach- 
ed in the snow for the use of the re- 
turn patrol. They: also cached for 
the same purpose ohe hundred and 
fity pounds of dried meat, five 
pounds of tea, eight pounds of ‘to- 
bacco, three hundred pounds of dried 
fish, some flour, bacon, and beans. 

*The diary of the patrol closer with 
the arrivs) at Fort MePherson—“all 
men in good shape, and dogs in frst- 
class condition.” 

The'return patrol made the jour- 
ney Jn seventeen days, the greater 
specd being due to milder weather 
and a better trail. A band of In- 
dians was met, and as they had juat 
killed. twelve caribou, they were in 
plenty. Here one comes upon an ef- 
‘fect of the war. “None of the In- 


| ‘dians are trapping fur,"* states the 


report. ‘This In due to the extreme- 
ly low prices being pald for pelts,” 


The Eskimo chief with tbh® long | 


name does not dwell along this trail. 
The home of his people is on tho 
shores of the Arctic near Herschell 
Island, and the money he contribut- 
ed was likely received for work per- 
formed or supplies of some kind fur; 
nished the whalera who make Her- 
schel] Island their base. 

The total Eskimo population along 
the shores of the Canadian North- 
Jand, which begins at Labrador and 
reaches around. to the frontier of 
Alaska. is three thousand four hun- 
dred and fogy. Not more than a 
few bundred are In the vicinity of 
Herschell Island.

How to Make the Staff of Life Quickly 
and Well, 

Break two cakes of yeast Into a cup- 
ful of water at blood temperature. [ut 
a tablespoonful of sugar om the yeast 
to stimulate ita quick growth While 
this suaks, watm tsvu cupfuls of milk 
With a cupful of water, This, with the 
water orer the yeast. makes a quart of 
| wetting sufticient for four loaves. 

Tn_a large mixing bowl put sereral 
sieves of flour and make a depression 
in the middle of the Sour, In. which 
put a lerel tablespoonful of salt and 
8 heaping tablespoonful of lard. Pour 
the liquid and the yeast upon the four 
and mix with the hands, working the 
flour from the outside into the liquid in 
the middle of the pass, Make a stiff 
dough and lift thé ball out, putting 
away any remaining four fur future 
use. If the flour is granular Iet the 
dough lic on the board for ten minu- 
utes, corered with a warm bowl, that 
the flour may properly adsorb the 
moisture, If the flour js net granular 
this wait is not necessary. 

Now shape the dough without knead- 
Ing. lay the ball in a butte: 
and butter the surface of the dot 
keep it soft. Cover and let it double 
fu a warm place. au bour tv an hour 
and a half. If you wish ifraran we 





to hurry it set the bow! ingvwarn wa- 
ter and place u smaller bowl of warm 
water on the Jid of the large bow! con- 
taining the dough, 

When doubled shape quickly into the 
baking pans for the second rising and 
bake when azain light. This recipe is 
excellent for tse when one must hare 
bread in a burrs, Hall of the dough 
may be made into crusty rolls, 


Shampoo For White Hair. 

The vers best’ shampoo for white 
hair is the white of an egg beaten inte 
a pint of soft, cool water. Rub the 
hair with the egz, makinz a soft lath- 
er, after wetting the hair with cold wa. 
ter and finish the same as with other 
shampoo, except in the last rinsing wa- 
ter, which should be cold. A few drops 
of the best indizo, not oniinary blu: 
ing, should be added to tinge the wa- 
ter. This acta exactly as does bluing 
on white goods, leaving the hair a pure 
white and not in the least tinged with 
yellow,

So It has to turn robbir to live. After 
the seed springs from the ground the 
dodder vine reacves out until it touches 
some other plant, clover, for example. 
It attaches itself to the clover stem by 
Its tipy rootlets und begins tu eat the 
food which the clover bay taken and 
digested. 

After awhile the root withers and 
dies, aud the vine keeps reaching vut 
for more victims,” binding them to 
gether with its uy threads.

American Paper Praises. Conduct of 
Canadian Troops. 

Just as at Ypres, 
are showing In the recent fighting on 
the western front the stuff they are 
made of. The defence of St. Elot 
positions by an infantry brigade from 
the Dominion fa made known in a 
report from France, and shows agalp 
the reliance placed by the Empire on 
the soldiers from ‘overseas ‘and the 
readiness with which those soldiers 
meet thelr trust. ‘Day and night 
the German guna flung thousands of 
abells against the narrow frontage 
opposite St. Elol{’* gays the: story. 
“Milltary observers estimated that at 
one time German shells fell at the 
Tate of 25 rounds per minute.” Yet, 
\Waist-deep in mud, the soldiers of 
the Dominion repulsed attack after 
attack and did not falter, no matter 
how thelr ranks were cut. Led by 
an officer who was a clergyman be- 
fore the war, a small party held a 
position for 48 hours, In one trench 
only five survivors were left to tell 
the story, 

Whenever the occasion bas pre- 
sented itself the Canadians have de- 
monstrated they are fighting men of 
the real sort. They, and their bro- 
thers from Australla, have proved 
once more, as they did in South 
Africa, the wisdom of Dritain’s re- 
cognizing the value of her colonies 
and fostering them. It muy be ask- 
ed, without reflection on the British 
themselves, how well- they would 
have measured up in their participa- 
tion in the reat war, as fur as the 
land- operations are concerned, if It 
had not been for the men from the 
dependencies? 

Whatever may be the outcome of 
tho shell scandal which bas called 
Sir Sam Hughes, the War Minister, 
back from England, be has It to bis 
credit that the men he sent to the 
front were Gt and asked no favors. 
England has not covered herself 
with any great amount of glory in 
her military program thus far; about 
the greatest credit must be given to 
the soldiers sent from the Dominion. 
The people of the United States have 
a special {ntereat in. the buys from 
over the border, for those boya are 
pretty much Americans, anyway. 

And {t might be added, their show. 
ing can be taken as ap answer to 
some of the hypocritical reflections 
that have been made upon Awmer!- 
cans themselves and a challenge to 
the assertions that Americans would 
not meet the test If they were called 
upon. The border dividing the Re- 
public and the Daminion does not 
separate two peoples of different 


type. Rather ts it merely a lot Hae; the remainder 


dividing neighbors of the same kind. 
Above everything else, they atc alike 
in learning to know-and vale lib- 
erty. That enjoyment of liberty has 
not softened them beyond all poss!- 
bility of defending it is still pretty 
evident.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

War and Lubor, 

In the ‘report of the Ontario Bu- 
reau of Labor for the year ending 
December 31, 1915, atatistics show 
the unsettling effect the war had in 
the early months. According to re- 
turns received from the municipal 
clerks, 21,318 new buildings were 
erected in 1914 at a cost of $63,316,- 
942, as compared with 26,253 “and 
$68,824,692 for the previous year, 
showing a decrease of $15,507,760. 
n the expenditure on permanent im- 
provements, such as roadways, 
bridges, etc., there was a diminutioa 
ty the extent of $49,489. 

Of the total number of 808 unious 
in the Province, 646 reported, as 
compared with 515 the year before. 
The returns regarding the 646 (9 
aot reporting) gave a membership of 
49,398. 

The manufacturers also’ continue 
to send in an*increascd number of 
returns, and those received showed 
in 1914 856 establishments em- 
ploying 60,874 persons, against 850 
and 67,10G in the preceding 12 
months. The average wage was 
$£38,85 per year and $2.02 per day, 
as compared with $530.01 and $1.92.

How King George Deals With the 
Privy Council. 

Time was'when the King’s Privy 
Council was the great governing 
body of England; but since the days 
of the first Charles it bus fallen from 
its bigh estate until ft is now a mere 
lifeless shadow of its former great: 
ness, with no influence, and control- 
ting nothing that in the smallest de- 
&tee affects legislation. It is an or- 
namental body, whose 
have fallen-to a select committce of 
ita members known’as the Cabinet. | 

Itz duties are now limited to such} 
formal and: mechanical work as issu- 
ing proclamations, granting charters, 
and the making of orders; with a few 
decorative functions, such as attend-| 
ing at formal Acta of State or the re- 
celving of a new Minister on his as- 
suming oMee. 

It Is at its best the humble festru- 
ment of the Cabinet. promulgating | 
the laws In the: making-of which it 
bas bad no voice-whatever. It hae. 
however, one claim: to. distinction: It 
often has the King himself to preside | 
over its mncetings, an honor which the: 
Cabinet can never boast.

Applications tor m® iease must De made 
the applicant in person to «he Agent 
Sub-Acent of the district in which the 
surveyed territory toe land must be 
described scctions or IJegal sub-dirin 
fons of sections and In uneurteyed terri- 
tory tho tract applied for shall be staked 
by the applicant himself. 

Each application must be accompanied 
by a fee of $5 which will he retanded if 
the rights applied for sre not arailable. 
but not otherwise. A royalty shall be 
paid on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton.

AMBABSADORS! PRIVILRGES 


They Cannot Be Forced to Pay Their 
Bulla in England, 

The tragic death of the Firat Sec- 
retary of the Itallan Ambassador at 
a London hotel recently had a cur- 
fous sequel. The ‘Ambassador put 
forward the. unusual plea of ‘‘diplo- 
matic immurity,” and the result was 
that no Inquest was held, The last 




























forward was when, many years ago, 
attempts to hold inquests on deceas- 
ed members of the Chinese Embassy 
Were defeated by recourse to the Act. 
Ambassadors, however, have many 
pecullar-privileges of’ which tho gen- 
eral public know very little: In the 
first place, an embassy or legation 1s, 
to all Intents and purposes, a picce 
of the country which It represents, 





‘and consequently an ambassador und 


his staff are not affected by the or- 
dipary laws of the country in which 
the legation stands, This was em- 
phasized some years ago when a cer- 
tain gentleman whose name was, well 
known at the particulur period was 
kidnapped Into the Chinese Legation. 
An Inspector from Scotland( Yard {m- 
mediately proceeded to the legatlon 
and released the prisoner. This was 
2 moat serious breach of 
tional law, and created quite a sen- 
sation in diplomatic circles at the 
time. - 

An ambassador cannot be sued. In 
fact, he Is Immune from legal pro- 
ceedings by a statute which was 
passed to appease the wrath of Peter 
the Great of Russia, wh ambassa- 


dor was actually arrested Landon 
for a debt of £50,

It Challenges Hamburg. 


The great canal connecting Mar- 
telllcs with the River Rhone, which 
is destined to make Marseilles the 
world's greatest port, was opened a 
few days ago. The caval connects 
London with the Mediterranean by 
en almost straight line, making Mar- 
seillen the greatest gateway to the 
east and rendering it the central 
clearing house for all north African 
trade, 

Fifty miles long, {t has taken of- 
teen years to build. Nearly five 
miles of the canal consists of a sub- 
terranean tunnel seventy-two feet 
wide, making It the widest tunnel 
in the world. The subterranean 
waterway is forty-five feet high., It 
was dlasted out of the rocky Nerthe 
Mountains and is France's most won- 
derful engineering achlevement. 

The completion of the canal at 
this moment demonstrates the enor- 
mous resources that France Is able 
io omploy even at the height of the 
world's greatest war. It will cnable 
Marseilles to expand industrially 
along the shores of the great canal 
and gulf known as L’Etang de 
Berre, which will now be studded 
with huge factories and warehouses, 
The plan is to yaks Marscilles a 
free port, which will givo the final 
geath blow to Hamburg. It is also 
Planned to erect storehouses for 
goods proceeding through the Pan- 
ama Canal, particularly oll. 

The canal was officially opened 
recently by Minister of Commerce 
Etienne Clementcl, Minister of Pub- 
lic Works Murcel Sembat, and Un- 
der-Secretary for Subsistence Joseph 
Thierry, amidst scenes of tremend- 
ous enthusiasm.

Several weeks ago 
Malitz gave’ him the letters, asking 
him to deliver them to a passenger 
aboard 3a Wolland-American liner 
which was about to sail, and confiding 
to him that his man would in turn de- 
liver them to an acquaintance fn Hol- 
land, by whom they would be forward- 
ed to the proper addresses.

“Let there be so many doors closed 
‘one after the other that the sentinels 
{cannot bear a word, and you will ner. 
er sten to anything be bas to say on 
aos pretext whatever. Threaten him 

with death {f he ever opens bis mouth 
{to speak of anything but of what.be 
| may be absolutely In want of.” 
| The Diindly obedient St. Mara fol- 
lowed his Instructions carefully, The 
doctur who waited on the prisover said 
|be had never seen his face, although 
he had examined bis tongue. Dishes

was any writing on them. The guards 
always were ready to kill the moment 
be took off his mask.

SOLDIER AND NOVELIST. 





The Romantic Career of Mr. Vachell, 
a Successful Dramatint. 

Perhaps the most prominent char- 
acteristic of Mr. Horace Annesiry 
Vachell, the most successful dramat- 
ist“of the moment, whose play, in 
London —"Quinneya’," “The Case 
of Lady Camber," ‘and “‘Searehlights” 
—have now been supplemented by a 
fourth—"Who Is He?"—is his ry 
timism. 

“The circumstances of this ferrible 
war,” he remarked to tho writer re- 
cently, “de not, of course, permit of 
jubilation and oxeessive enjoyment, 
but I am gure that our soldier boys 
do nat'wish-ua to be more gloomy 
than iq necessary. “Tommy” likes to 
think that while be ix doing what te 
can for us, we at home are carrying 
on as well and as happily as cireum- 
stances will permit. Therefore | say 
Jet us have plays that will interest 
and amuse the boys home from the 
Front and the girls who work and 
wait" * 

Talking of his early dass, Mr. Va- 
chell ‘confessed that he dreamt of 
writing plays even wher be seemed 
likely to settle down to a military 
career. But the latter was brief, for 
after passing through Sandhurst and 
serving for a short time as a lieulen- 
ant in the Rifle Brigade, he proceed- 
ed to America and purchased a cat- 
tle-ranch In California, where he 
stayed for some seventeen years. 

Like many other popular authors, 
it,was some time before Mr. Va- 
chell's ability with the pen was ¢is- 
covered. He made his figt literary 
ventures during the long winter 
evenings in California, when he 
rote for.amusement and. pastime, 
and at last attracted considerable -at- 
tention by producing that stirring 
novel. “The Procession of Life.” 

Talking of his methods of work, 
Mr. Vachell told me that it is in bis 
Plan to work on his manuscript from 
nine to one avery morning, typing his 
work direct on the machine, and us- 
ing very few notes. In the case of 
his popular play ‘‘Searchlights,” he 
typed the play night and day in a 
brief space of days, making onjy a 
single copy of It. And thereby hangs 
a tale, 

Mr. Vachell felt that the script was 
too precious to he entrusted to any 
otber hands but his own, and brought 
it up to town, hailed aytaxi-cab, and 
left the manuscript hehind in jt! 
There being no other copy available, 
Mr, Vachell found himself confront- 
ed with the very formidable task of 
dictating the whole play over agsin 
from memory, and when the original 
script turned up four days later at 
Scotland Yard, Mr. Vachel] was In- 
terested to find that he had made 
| very few errors in hia feat of recapl- 

tulation from memory, _

The Justinian Code. 

The Justinian code was, us the name 
lies, a compilation and rearrange- 
ment of cxisting laws rather than a 
body of new laws. Jnstinian’s com- 
mission authorizing the work was girs 
en A. D. 528. To the code the emperor 
added the pandects, the institules and 
the norels, These compilations were 
known as the Corpus Juris Civiles, or 
body of citil law. The Justininn code 
fs still the basis of all French law, and 
many of its principles are even to this 
day opcratire in the stato of Louisiana,

Here the Bible comes In and tells 
us of God’s great arrangement* for 
the recovery of the race of Adam, 
The {mage of God lost by the firat 
Adam is to be restored by the second 
Adam—the Lord Jesus Cbrist, as 
the King of earth and the new Fa- 
ther of maniind. _ And since Mother 
Eve had a share ifn the sin which 
brought death into the world, so the 
second Eve, the Bride of Christ, will 
have a share in the regencration of 
the world of mankind, That second 
Eve will be the glorified “Chureh of 
the First-borns.”’ 

The Church will not give Ife toe 
the world; for life comes from the 
father. The life of the world was 
originally in Adam; and when Adam 
was condemned, the life of the world 
was lost. Adam alone was sentenced 
to death. His children all go into 
death, not because of their individual 
trial and deatb sentence, but simply 
because Adam, having failed to main- 
tain his perfection, was unable to 
give his children what he himself did 
not possess.

This 
is pointed out by St. Paul, who says,

As Adam‘tvas the original life- 
giver to the world, and as Eve was 
the nourisher or caretaker of that 
life, so our Lord Jesus will be the 
second Life-giver, and the Church, 
the Bride of Christ, will be their 
nourisher and caretaker—training, 
disciplining, tegching, and uplifting 
the world to human perfection.

Camocns, its gifted author, determin. 
ed to do for Portugal what Homer bed 
done for Greece. The great poem was 
Written {po the sixteeuth century, which 
has been called tbe berolé age of Por- 
tugal, acd its main feature 1s the 
Pounding of the Cape of Good Hope, by 
Vasco da Gains, whilo a most Iuterest- 
ing episode 14 the crowning after death 
of Inez de Castro as queen of Portugal. 

“The Losiad” took tts name from 
Lusius, who was sakl to have founded 
Tfsbon, Ita author was born about 


1520, and bis career, which began bril-; 


Hantly, was bijghted by the death of a 
Uroken beart of the lady of. his love, 
for whose sake be was banisLed from 
the land.
